29-32        Slip  across  back  to -places,  women  passing  back  to  back. 

✓       I  First  and  third  couples  dance  four  hands  round  to  the  left. 
"  3        [  Second  and  fourth  couples  dance  four  hands  round  to  the  left. 

37-40  The  same  couples  giving  left  hands,  dance  four  hands  across 
back  to  places. 

41-43        All  four  couples  advance  (two  steps)  and  retire  (one  step). 

44        Give  three  claps  with  the  hands. 

45-48  Couples  1  and  2  dancing  down  the  dance,  pass  under  the  arms 
of  couples  3  and  4,  who  are  dancing  up. 

Repeat  with  the  next  two  couples,  and  do  the  same  figures  with 
every  line  until  they  arrive  at  the  bottom  of  the  dance.  As 
each  line  reaches  top  or  bottom  of  the  set,  change  to  correct 
side  of  partners  and  stand  during  one  turn  of  the  dance. 

Note. — This  dance  can  also  be  done  in  groups  of  four  in  a  circle 
m  which  case,  bars  9-10  are  omitted

No.  2. -THE  BUMPKIN,  or  NINESOME  REEL. 


TOP 
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This  dance  requires  nine  dancers  (see  Fig.  A),  six  women  and  three 
men.    Numbers  2,  5  and  8  are  the  men.    No.  5  is  "  King  "  and  wears  a 
cocked  hat. 
Music. 

Bars.  Description. 

1-4  Each  man  taking  the  hand  of  the  woman  on  his  right  and  left,  the 

whole  nine  advance  to  the  top  of  the  room.  All  turn  right 
about. 

5-8  Again  taking  hands,  dance  to  original  places.    All  turn  right 

about  again  to  face  the  top  of  the  room. 
9-24        The  three  men  set  to  and  turn  three  women  (all  three  at  the  same 
time)  ;  then  set  to  and  turn  three  other  women  as  directed 
below  and  dance  reels  of  three  as  directed  below. 
These  movements  are  performed  four  times.    The  first  time  the  setting 
and  reeling  is  thus  :

6    See  Fig.  B. 
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1  >  See  Fig.  E. 
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On  the  last  bar  of  the  fourth  reel,  the  back  row  7,  8,  9  change  places 
w  ith  the  middle  row  4,  5,  6.  Number  8  is  now  "  King  "  and  wears  the  hat, 
and  the  whole  is  danced  over  again. 

When  the  dance  with  No.  8  as  kk  King  "  has  been  finished,  the  front  row 
1,  2,  3  change  places  with  the  middle  row  (now  7,  8,  9),  and  No.  2  becomes 
"  King  "  and  wears  the  hat,  and  the  whole  dance  is  gone  through  again. 

The  dance  is  finished  by  the  "  King  "  No.  2  dancing  reel  steps  in  the 
centre,  while  the  eight  other  dancers  join  hands  in  a  circle  round  him  and 
take  eight  slip  steps  to  the  left  and  eight  slip  steps  back  to  places. 

An  alternative  ending  is  for  three  more  men  to  join  the  dance  and  turn 
it  into  a  foursome  reel. 

Note. — If  the  dance  is  too  long,  the  advance  up  the  room,  bars  1-8  can 
be  done  at  the  beginning  only.

No.  3.    THE  GLASGOW  HIGHLANDERS. 


On  the  second  chord,  first  woman  crosses  over  to  right  hand  side  of  her 
partner.  Second  man  takes  his  partner's  place  while  she  moves  up  to  top. 
(See  Fig.) 

Music.  Description. 
Bars. 

1-4  First  and  second  couples  "  right  and  left  " — that  is,  they  pass 

vis-a-vis  giving  right  hand  and  then  partners  giving  left. 

5-8  Right  and  left  again,  back  to  places. 

9-12  As  second  man  gives  his  left  hand  to  his  partner,  he  dances  into 
the  middle,  offering  his  right  hand  to  first  woman,  who 
has  been  handed  over  to  him  by  her  own  partner.  All 
three  lead  down  the  middle,  the  first  man  following.    Fig.  B. 

Let  go  hands  and  all  turn  round,  the  man  turning  the  women 
towards  him  while  both  men  turn  right  about. 

13  16        First  man  gives  left  hand  to  his  partner  and  right  hand  to  the 
second  woman,  and  all  three  lead  up  the  middle,  the 
second  man  following. 

First  and  second  couples  face  partners — the  women  outside,  the 
men  inside,  back  to  back  (as  in  foursome  reel). 

17-24  First  and  second  couples  set  to  partners  with  simple  Strathspey 
steps. 

25-32  Reel  of  four  across  the  dance,  on  the  last  steps  first  man  giving 
right  hand  to  his  partner,  leads  her  down  one  place  on  the 
man's  side  to  face  the  next  couple.  Second  couple  dance 
to  own  sides  at  top  where  they  stand. 

Repeat,  having  passed  a  couple. 

Suggested  Strathspey  step  :  Forward  on  right,  hop  ;  back  on 
left,  hop  ;  step  behind  with  right,  step  left,  right  and  hop. 

Note. — During  the  7th  and  8th  bars  of  the  reel  of  four,  the  third  man  crosses 
over  and  places  himself  on  the  left  of  his  partner,  who  takes  a  step  to 
the  right  ;  the  first  couple  finish  on  the  men's  side  one  place  down. 
Each  man  having  in  turn  crossed  to  the  side  of  his  partner,  stays  on 
the  women's  side  till  he  reaches  the  top.  He  and  his  partner  then 
stand  still  on  their  own  sides  for  one  turn,  at  the  end  of  which  the 
woman  crosses  over  to  her  partner's  right  hand  side,  and  thev  dance 
all  the  way  down  cn  the  men's  side.  At  the  bottom,  each  couple 
stands  on  own  side  for  one  turn  before  the  man  crosses  over  to  his 
partner  to  work  up  to  the  top  again.

This  dance  is  in  two  parts.  The  first  part  is  the  same  as  "  Speed 
the  Plough  "  to  the  tune  14  Perth  Hunt,"  except  that  in  setting  to  corners 
the  first  woman  sets  first  to  the  third  man,  then  to  the  second,  while  the 
first  men  sets  to  the  second,  then  third,  woman.  The  first  couple  then 
set  to  each  other  twice  up  and  down  the  dance  as  in  Fig.  A,  and  turn  twice 
finishing  in  position  as  in  Fig.  A.  The  music  now  changes  to  the  slow 
tune  of  "  Highland  Whisky."

First  couple  with  two  Pas  de  Basque  steps,  turn  round  to  the  right, 
as  in  "  Petronella,"  the  man  facing  up  the  dance  and  the  woman 
facing  down. 

They  set  to  one  another.    Second  couple  move  up. 

First  couple  turn  round  again  to  the  right,  the  woman  between 
the  second  and  third  men,  and  the  man  between  the  second 
and  third  women.    (Fig.  A.) 

They  set  to  one  another. 

First  three  couples  dance  six  hands  round. 

And  back  again. 

Advance  and  retire  (three  and  three).    (See  Fig.  B.) 

The  first  man  turns  his  partner  to  her  own  side,  between  the 
second  and  third  women,  and  takes  his  own  place  between 
the  second  and  third  men. 

First  three  couples  clap  their  hands,  counting  one,  two,  three  : 
one,  two,  three. 

*5-28     The  three  women  on  their  own  side  and  the  three  men  on 
their  side  dance  three  hands  round  to  the  left.

Note. — When  the  leading  couple  arrive  at  the  bottom  of  the 
dance  and  there  is  only  one  couple  below  them, 
they  slip  to  the  bottom.

First  man  and  last  woman  do  the  same. 

First  woman  and  last  man  meet  and  turn  with  both  hands. 

First  man  and  last  woman  do  the  same. 

First  woman  and  last  man  advance  and  dance  back  to  back, 
right  shoulder  to  right  shoulder,  without  taking  hands  and 
retire  to  places — passing  left  shoulders.

The  Eightsome  Reel. — It  is  said  that  this  dance  was  worked  up  by  the  late  Earl  oi 
Dunmore  and  several  friends,  from  their  recollections  of  "  Round  Reels."  They  spent  a 
week,  in  the  early  seventies,  evolving  this  dance  at  the  time  of  the  Atholl  Gathering  Ball. 
Later  that  season,  or  possibly  the  following  year,  it  was  introduced  at  the  Portree  Ball, 
and  at  Perth.  It  caught  on  throughout  the  country,  and  is  now  danced  in  all  parts  of 
Scotland.  There  are  examples  of  Round  Country  dances  to  be  found  in  old  books,  but 
none  with  quite  the  same  figures. 

This  is  a  square  dance,  danced  by  four  couples.    (See  Fig.  A.)

Bars. 

1-4         All  eight  join  hands  and  slip  round  to  the  left  for  eight  steps. 

5-8  Still  holding  hands,  dance  round  in  the  opposite  direction,  eight 

slip  steps.  This  bring  everyone  back  to  their  original 
places. 

9-12        The  women,  still  holding  their  partners  by  the  left  hands,  give 
their  right  hands  across  (Fig.  B),  and  all  dance  round. 

Let  go  right  hands. 

13-16  The  men,  still  holding  their  partners  by  the  right  hand,  give 
their  left  hands  across,  and  all  dance  back  to  places. 

Let  go  hands. 

17-20        Set  to  partners  twice. 

21-24        Turn  partners  with  both  hands. 

25-40  Grand  chain.  Give  right  hands  to  partners.  The  women 
advancing  clockwise,  give  their  hands  alternately  to  each 
man  as  they  meet.  The  men  advancing  in  the  contrary 
direction  take  the  hand  of  each  woman  as  they  meet.  End 
in  original  places.
